Italy Complicated and Some Urge

Secretary Peters, of the treasury de-

Eitel went away for another prize, 
returning to the Frye after several 
hours and took off the American 
skipper and his crew. The Eitel cap- 
tain then sunk the Frye, fearing a 
long delay, in what he considered the 
path of hostile cruisers, might sub- 
ject his own ship to danger. 


Captain Kiehne said that he did 


not know, while enroute to Queens- 
town that the cargo of wheat had 
been sold, nor did the German com- 
mander. The cargo was shipped "to 
order, ' and the vessel was to stop at 
three British ports, one of 
which 


was fortified. While no vessels were 
sunk, nor was any chase made for 
enemy ships while the

"The American Bottle Company 


Finds It Cheaper to Buy Electricity 
Than to Produce It." 
Under the 


above headlines appeared an article 
in The Advocate, March 12, in con- 
spicuous type. Whether it was just 
a news item, or placed there by 
someone because of its bearing on 
the question that is before the peo- 
ple of Newark, of lighting the streets, 
1 do not know. However, I would 
like to make some comparisons. 


If it be true that the company 


mentioned in the above headlines has 
found that they can purchase current 
cheaper than to produce it they have 
necessarily had to consider the pro- 
position from three points of view: 


First—They have had to deter- 


mine at what cost they can produce 
the current. 


Second—They have, 
of course, 


found at what price they can buy 
the current. 


Third—From the fact that 
they 
have a plant of their own thev are 
assured that they will never have to 
pay a price greater than that *« 
which they can themselves produce 
the current. 


As the above proposition is exact- 


ly the same that the city of New- 
ark is considering, let us compare th» 
condition, under uhich the city of 
Newark would enter into contract, 
with that of the above company. 


First—To dispose at once of this 


part of the proposition let us assume 
that the city can produce at the same 
price as the above company. 


Second—We know at what price 


the city can buy the current, but the 
article in question does not tell us 
what price the above company pays. 
This company operates 24 hours a 
day. 
About half the current they 


consume would therefore be a day- 
light 
load. The 
Ohio Lipht and 


Power company would be justified in 
asking icss for current used in Hie 
daytime than for current used 
at 


night. 
11, therefore, seems possible 


that the above company 5s charged 
materially less than tfae city 5s asked. 
It 5s also possible that this company 
•«oj]3d continue to produce current If 
it- cow 3d not buy for less than 1-1-10 
cents per k. w. 


Third—The management of the 


above concern wiH. no doubt, main- 
lain their own plant so that should j 
the power company ever desire toi 
raise their rate they wi33 not have- \ 
to pay more than the price for which | 
they can prodhiw it.

the 


city contract with the power com- 
pany ,and the time come that the 
power company desired to increase 
the rate, without a plant the city 
conld do nothing "but pay the price, 
or go fn darkness t5H it could equip 
a plant.
